You will be so good as to lay before the house 
over which you preside, the accompanying docu- 
ments, from No. 1 to 8, inclusive. 

Whether.it becomes me as Auditor of Public 
Accounts, to offer to the legislature my views as 
to the practical operation of any acts; which they 
in their wisdom may deem expedient, or not, is 
doubtful. But having observed with someatten- 
tioD, the results of some, if not all the laws in re- 
lat-on to the Revenue, ami believing that an im- 
provement may be in:ide in ourfmnnchtl system 
1 have ventured to offer the following remarks on 
chat subject. 

Tbe act of the last sessu>n of the Legi.-latur* in 
'relation to vbaniperty and mrtintenance, gave to 
lone class of ngn lesiueLt claimants of land viz. 



those whose claims had never bebn entered for 
taxation, the privilege, until tlie first d;iy of Au- 
'gust last, to list their lands with the Aurlitor for 
|taxation, and p;ty up the taxes and interest due 
^thereon. It is believed that the l.irgest portion oft 
cl.'iimants of this description were not apprised of! 
jtbe privilege until the time had expired, and int 
many instances where they were informed of the i 
■liberty :iml were desirous of saving their lands,* 
the amount of t.ix and interest exceeded the v:il- 1 
iieol the hind, and they of cour-e would not pay! 
it. Nevertheless, the revenue has been benefit-! 
cd somewhere alniijt iileOOU, and if Ls thought,; 
itliat bad the privilege ti<.i-ti given wiihcMt deman- ■ 
|ding the interest, it would inive been benefiie(f| 
at least 15 or JI20,000. It is uitlifbe Legislature 
to say ivhether they- will revive the privilege and 
modify it in such a way as will exempt the hold, 
ers of claims of this description from the interest, 
and extend the time so I'ar as in their wisdom 
they may think necessary to afford ample no- 
tice. 

Tlie boWers of lauds that have heretofore lis- 
ted them for taxation and whose lands haVe been 
stricken off to the Stale for the non-payment of 
the taxes as they became due, and the time of re- 
ilempfion having expired, were permitted in the 
act above alluded to, and it would seem that no 
jgood reason could be adduced for the distinction. 
Some considerable advantage may be anticipa- 
ted to the revenue, should the Legislature think 
proper now to let them redeem and re-enter 
their lands. The Legislature might then, with 
great propriety, adopt a system of forfeiture by 
way of escheat, which has heretofore been recog- 
nized by tlie Court of itie United Slates as coming 
within the legitimate exercise of tbe powers re- 
served to the Stales, and thus save tliose unhap- 
py collisions which how exist between the Fed- 
eral and State Governments, and in the course of ’ 
a few years put at rest forever those dormant 
claims. 

'1 he just expectation of the Legislature has 
not been lealized in the establishment of the Lu 
natic Asylum. Tins is owing in pnrt to the priv- 
ilege given to the committees and relatives of 
this unfortunate portion of the community to re- 
tain the Idiots at the rate of )^50 per year could 
tlie Asyluai be fitted up with buildings spacious 
enough to contain the whole of this description of 
persons in the State, it is thought that ^10,000 
woulil he amply sufficiently fur their comforta- 
ble support. Would it not therefore be wise in 
the Legislature to repeal (lie law in relation to 
idiots and make the iMicessary appropriation to 
complete the buildings? 

Some incuuality will neceiwaiily result from 
the latech:inge in the mode of valuation of taxa 
hie property, owing to the variableness of the 
medium in which it is valued. .About the time 
the commissioners begun to take in the lists, the 
paper of the Commonwealth's Bank was at two 
dollars for one in specie, and when they finished 
it had risen in value fiifty percent. Thus it 
would seem that some more peniianeiit standard 
should lie a'lopted. 

The .Auditor is frequently much «ml>arra«sed 
in the collection of the revenue, by an almost in- 
discriminate grant of indulgence to tbe Sherill's. 
who too frequently apply (be public money to 
private speculation, and then rely upon legisla- 
tive aid to shield them fiom a judgment I would 
therefore suggest thepropriety ol'permitting (he 
Auditor, in future to take judgment in all cases, 
and if an extension of time for the collection of 
the revenue l>e necessary, let it extend to the sus- 
pencion of the execution only. 

The establishment of new counties has been a 
fruitful source of expenditure as will as erhat. 
Increase of offices, tippling shops and idleness are 
the general concomitants of the erection of new 
county sites.

From 
tny own observation, and eonversalioiis which l' 
have held with a number of individuals, some of 
whom liHve been trading thronghoiit all the up- 
per provinces of New Mexico, I think I shall be

m. ach, and in other respects it difi'ers very little 
from sumsch and gallnuts. 'I'he color obtained 
from this substance is unchangeable by air and 
light,
